In an Office Action dated Novennber 6, 2002, the Examiner imposed a 
restriction requirement 35 U.S.C. §121, stating that the application contains 2 sets of 
claims respectively directed to patentably distinct inventions, namely claims 1-5, 7- 
12, and claim 6. Applicant herewith confirms the election of claims 1-5, 7-12, with 
traverse, for the reasons set forth in Applicants' previous response filed June 5, 
2002. 

In the same Office Action, the Examiner also requested that a copy of the 
claims be provided identifying the claim elements with reference numerals. A copy 
of the claims with reference numerals included therein is submitted herewith. The 
use of these reference numerals in the claims, however, is not in any manner 
intended as a limitation as to the scope of the claims. The reference numerals are 
provided solely to assist the Examiner in examining the application. 

The Examiner also requested further illustrations or commercial literature 
showing the invention in perspective. In response to this request, Applicants submit 
two^bipchures for the Uroskop Access, which is a commercial embodiment of the

subject matter disclosed and claimed in the present application, but with certain 
distinctions between the subject matter of the present application and the 
commercial realization. Page 7 from the brochure entitled "Symmetrical Patient 
Access in Urology" is submitted herewith wherein components 11 and 12 that differ 
in the present application, compared the commercial realization in that brochure, 
have been identified. Additionally, page 14 from that brochure is also submitted 
wherein the head and foot ends of the system are indicated, as well as the 
horizontally proceeding axis A. These features are also indicated on page 12 from 
the other brochure, entitled "X-ray System for Urological Diagnosis and Therapy," 
The bracket arm 5 is also indicated on page 12 of this brochure. 

It should be noted that not all of the embodiments disclosed in the present 
application are included in the commercial version of the product. 

Early examination on the merits is respectfully requested. 
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
